ja the crown, either by accident, or by the 
art of minifters. 7 he firft I fhall call the repo! 
power of the crown ;. the laft I fhall call, what 
it really is, the Sy pm of the crown. 
From the aatient baltosies and luw- eer 












kingdom, it thet the power of the 
crown did not furmerly fo much confit in the 
naming of all the officers, employrd in the 
exercife of our government, as in the com- 
manding and direéting them, after they were 
named by the people, and this is certainly mult 

ble to the true fpirit of our conftitution, 
which fuppofes that the king can do ao wrong ; 
becaufe, if his orders be cuntrary to law, the 
the offic.r, to whom they ere circébed, oxght 
to inform him, and nut only may, but emgt: to 
rcfufero excexte them; and if, in vech a cafe, 
he negled: to give the king proper informatisn, 
or if he executes any ideged orders, it is not 
the king, but the officer, ‘who, by our confti- 
tution, does the wrong, and be only is to be 
punifoed for it. ‘1 he intention of this reguia- 
tion certainly is, that it may not be in the 
power of any king*to do wrong, of to get any 
legal orders executed ; and this intention wil! 
probably be effectual, where the orders are 1f- 
fued dy the crown, and the officers NAmED by 
the people. 

With refpeet to penfiens and cr atuities, it is 
thefame. ‘Thofe which are gated to men of 
eminent rank, may be fuppofed two be the effects 
of royal benignity, and can never be granted 
but for eminent public fervices ; f that the Con- 
fide rations, for which they are granted, muft 
be patti ctly known ; and therefore it would be 
no ¢cis,.nution of the royal power to order them 
a!! to 5 © pub! ickiy regtttered, under the pein 
of High Treafod. But thofe litile biddem pen- 
fions, or gratuities, which are paid to perfons 
of mean rant, con but feldom be fuppeled to 
proceed from royal benignity, but from mini- 
Aerial bribery. Such are feldom granted tor 
publi¢ fervices; and they may, probably, be 
granted in fuflere times for fecuring to the mi- 

wifter a corrupt majority in beth baufes of parlia 
ment.

OON after the Death ef Lord Er: 
moni, vetore bis Majefty though: fit to fili 
up the vacancy in the adminifization, Mr. 
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Pitt was invited to a conference which lafted 
two hours, no other perfon being prefent ex- 
cept the Duke of Yert. This happened on 
Saturday the 27th of Auguft, and on the Mon- 
day following the [ame geotleman was again 
admitted to the fame honour. What poled 
at thefe conferences, tho’ confeffedly fecret, has 
been the fubject of much writing and difcourfe ; 
it is therefore neceflury for us to collect the 
principal matters together in the moft impar- 
tial manner, leaving our readers to give that 
credit they pleafe to the facts. 

The firtt report was, that‘on the Thur/day 
preceding Mr. Pitt's interview with the King, 
the Earl of Bate had waited on this gencleman, 
and conferred with him three hours. 

‘Lhe alove report was foon after followed 
by the following account, which was induf- 
trioufly circulated, and gained credit with a 
very contidcrable party. 

His Majefty, in confideration of the prefent 
cifguits among his fubjects, had, upon the 
death of the E. of Egrement, relolved to facti- 
tice all private refentment to public union and 
peace; and there being then two of the great 
offices of ftate vacant, vz. Secretary of ftate, 
and I’refident of the Council, and two or 
more perfons being willing to fubanit to ho- 
nourable removes (one of whom was Firk 
Lord of the Treafury) his M——y was is 
hopes that thefe great offices, which carry 
moft of the power of the itate, would have 
gtatified the ambition of the Oppofition. Ac- 
cording a perfon was employed to found the 
fentiments of Mr. Pitt, the great leader of 
that party, who then aniwered with conde 
feenfion and moderation. Upon which he was 
fent for to his M——y, who repeated what is 
before related. Mr. Pitt upon this meeting, 
fupposted himfelf upon 2 reafonable footing, 
acting rather the fupple and humble character, 
to draw his M y and his prefent admini- 
itration into a negocjation, as it wil afterwards 
appear, merely to fhake the confidence of the 
adminiftration. What he chiefly infiftced on 
was, to be afiifted by the able council of Lord 
Bute; but he was anfwered, that as this could 
not be ferioufly defired, fo it was alfo impoffi- 
ble, becaufe that gererous nobleman had taken 
the refolution of retiring where even the voice 
of fattion and malice could not pretend he had 
the imalleft cencern in public affairs, and this 
merely for the quiet of the kingdom, though 
” st.was extremely inconvenient for his private 
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affsirs.——Here then the negociation ended : 
Mr. Pitt defiring time to coniult his friends 
till Mfenday, when he returned to his M——y, 
and afluming quite a different ftyle and mannci 
from the preceding day, he faid, That after 
confidering the ftate of the nation, and the 
itate of partics, he found, unlefs the fotlowing 
conditions were granted, he could not propof: 
to enter into his M—y’s fervice 5 viz. Himf-if 
Secretary of State, and to have the difpofal of 
all offices. Lord T—m—ée Firtt Lord cf the 
Treafury, with three of his friends in the board 
{among whom Mr. /F ilées is tuppofed to have 
been intended to be one) the Duke of C—mé 
r—_d at the head of the army, and che nam- 
ing of a Secretary at War: Newcaflle and a!! 
his friends to come in: Every man who was 
concerned in making the peace but Lord Ha- 
lifax, to go out; and even all who voted for 
it, who might ftand in the way of others 
who cifapproved. 

To which his M y faid, Sir, I believe, 
‘ from my feelings asa man, | have offered 
“ as great facrifices as ever Monarch fub.xitted 
* to, merely for the good of my peuple, 
** whofe minds have been poifoned by ambi- 
“© tious and defigning men: But you want to 
s$ reduce me to fuch a fituation, difavowing 
*- my own act, and what my heart approves, 
“* and by giving up my frends to a vain and 
** factious refentment, that | thould be ua- 
** worthy of ever having another friend ; and 
“¢ you'yourfelf muft frit difpife and then dif- 
* uruct me. No, Sir, before 1 fubmit to 
*: thefe confiderations, I will, firft put the 
** crown on your head, and then fubmit my 
** neck to the axe.” 

T1is was afterwards treated gs an artful and 
falaciaus rep-efentation of what paffed, and the 
following laid before the public as more authentic, 

During the life of Lord Egremont, that no- 
bleman, Lord H—x and Mr. G—tiille, finde 
ing their council was over-ruled by fome invi- 
fible power, and themfelves prevented fiom 
remedying the prefent diforders of the flate, 
and from purfuing the public welfare with that 
cecorum which becomes thofe who are the 
fervants of the crown, defised to refign their 
pofts into the hands of him, who, by the con- 
ftitution, has the fule right of dilpofing of 
tbem. 

This being knawn to Lord B—+, he per- 
ceived that the above three Minifters were not 
adapted te become his fcreen, cither refpeAt- 
10g 











ing the departments of government, or the im- 
which it was rumoured was prepar- 
ing for him by the minority. Alarmed at the 
probability of fuch an event, he fet himfcif to 
confider by what means he might beft fecure 
himfelf from accufation, and ftili remain about 
his M—y. He was not long in deciding, that 
Mr. Pitt would prove the moft proper and 
che mott likely perfon to effect thefe purpofes. 
On Thur fday the 25th of Auga/?, he waited 
on this gentleman at his houfe in G—-m /freet. 
What was the refule of a long converiation 
will be beft feen by the fcquel. On Saturday 
Mr. Pitt was with his M—~y, when, pre- 
fuming from the application of the perfon, or 
more probably from ttipulaced terms between 
him and Lord B—e, he propofed fuch arru- 
gant demands to his P-—~e, as, had they 
been complied with, would hive reduced your 
K —g to the molt abject ftate, and have de- 
prived him of that right co which every matter 
of fervants is. july inticied, that of maming 
thof: by whom he chufcs to be ferved. 

He vainly imagined, with Lord B—te on 
his fide, that nothing was wo extravagant to 
be afked or be granted, provided his tordihip 
was fecured from accufition, and to remam 
with his M——y. In che he was milt ken, 
the fenfe of honcur in the K——g is not to be 
overborne by any coniiJeration, in favour of 
periicular men, and of privatesmterelis. The 
haugaty and indignant terms of his fubdject 
were therefore repcted. Thofe. Minitters, 
fince named im the Gazctte, were fuon refoly- 
edon, 2nd Lord B—e was w icave London.
